Sir George Grey, in addition to being Governor of S. Australia, was twice 
Governor of New Zealand and once Prime Minister, and was also Governor of Cape 
Colony, and his services were extremely valuable and important. Both the journeys 
of exploration, undertaken for the Royal Geographical Society, met with disasters. 
The first expedition landed near Hanover Bay, and made the discovery of a river 
and much useful territory. In a skirmish with the natives Grey was badly wounded 
by a spear and was forced to abandon the expedition. The second journey was for 
the expleration of the west coast, north and south of Shark’s Bay. The Gascoyne 
River was discovered, but a hurricane damaged their stores, their boats were 
wrecked, and the party had to set off for an overland tramp of three hundred 


miles to Perth. All dropped out on the journey except Grey. Fortunately rescue 
parties were able to save all but one.

A magniticent copy of an exceedingly rare little book, which is almost unknown, 
and contains the general, history of the Missions in all parts of the world, from 
1641-1658, with much relating to those in Canada. 

According to Michaud, the data concerning this author are somewhat incom- 
plete. It is considered that he was a Norman by birth (circa 1600), but went to 
live in Paris at an early age. ‘‘ His assiduous cultivation of the great, leads one 
to suppose that he was not too well treated by fortune.’’ In 1638 he published La 
Morte de Pompée, which he dedicated to Richelieu. His version of Abrégé des 
Annales ecclésiastiques, which he revised from the text of Sponde, and published in 
1673, earned for him the title of Historiographer of France. He also translated 
Cicero’s Epistles into French, and published a French-Latin Dictionary, Diction- 
maire Ecclesiastique, and Magnus apparatus poeticus. He died circa 1680. 

It was evidently Chaulmer’s intention to have finished the book at the year 
1649, at which date the first part terminates. Later he was probably advised to 
continue the work down to his own days, and so published a continuation bringing 
the work down to 1658, and issued a long 56-page table for the two parts. This was 
probably published separately for sale to those who had already purchased the 
original work, and was also published bound up with the first work. In the first 
case it had four additional preliminary leaves, and in the second, being superfluous, 
they were omitted. 

Leclerc, No. 115, only gives the original part terminating at 1649 and con- 
taining 6 preliminary leaves and 432 pp. With no mention of the volume on the 
title. John Carter Brown, No. 846, gives two volumes, wita a different imprint, 
‘* chez Estienne Miraut,’’ and with collation. 
ade Vol. 1. 6 leaves and 342 pp; Vol. 2, 2 yeaves, 360 pp. Table and Privilege, 

leaves.

In 1792 Thos. Douglas, 5th Earl of Selkirk, undertook an extensive tour 
through the Scotch Highlands, and was convinced that emigration hence was 
rnavoidable, and he saw the need of some controlling hand to direct it as far as 
possible towards the British Colonies, and he conceived the idea of a settlement at 
the Red River in Canada at the site of what is now Winnipeg, which, however, 
did not materialise until 1811. This present work was partly written as a defence 
against various reports which had been spread concerning his colonization schemes, 
and is ‘‘a strikingly clear, well-written work.’’ In it he speaks of the tide of 
emigration to the U.S.A., and suggests that this emigration might be turned to 
Canada. He also speaks at length of the success of his settlement at Prince Edward 


Island, which, he had founded when his first attempts at the Red River had not met 
with success.
